Missouri Medical Assoeiation’s 
Action. 


Dr. Eli B. Mayfield of the Mayfield Sani- 
tarium went to Sedalia to attend the meet- 
ing of the Missouri State Medical Associa- 
tion Wednesday, but he did not participate 
in the deliberations of that body. 

He was an accredited delegate from the 
St. Louis Medical Society. His credentials 
were not only dishonored, but a report was 
adopted that not only barred Dr. Mayfield 
from the State Agesoctiation, but put the St. 
Louis Medical Society under the necessity 
of either expelling him and others from its 
ranks or going unrecognized by the State 
Association and the American Medical As- 
sociation. 

It was all ae matter of ethics. 

Doctors, as everybody knows, do not be- 
lieve in the printed page as an advertising 
medium. It is beneath the dignity of the 
profession for a physician or a surgeon 
to announce that he can cure chills or cut 
off a leg or administer an effective bolus. 
Of course he can do all these things, but 
if he cavses it to be announced that he 
ean, he offends the other members of the 
profession and violates the ruies of the 
Ssculaplan order. 

A dector isn’t even allowed to have a 
trademark. If he should put a silver plate 
‘im @& M@Qn’s skull and engrave his name on 
the plate, he would be subject to censure. 
He mugt persistently and consistently hide 
his light under'a bushel or else go into 
the 408d of the unrecognized. 

So it{was that when Dr. Mayfield pre- 
sented this credentials at the State Asso- 
clation donvention Wednesdaly the commit- 
tee on etjhics objected to his being admitted 


to fellowship. The committee on ethies said 
that Dr. Mayfield had violated the rules of 
the profession.

COMMISSIONERS NOW ON THE 
WAY TO MANILA. 


Relief That the Insurgents Have Con- 
cluded to Accept the Best Terms 
of Surrender That Are 
Offered. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Gen. Otis cables 
the War Department that representatives 
of Aguinaldo are seeking terms of peace 
and that the forces of the insurgents are 
scattering in the mountains.

No doubt is ex- 
pressed that the commission which ig on 
its way to Manila will be ready to accept 
the terms which Gen. Otis has been ready 
to grant upon the actual surrender and 
cessation of hostilities. 

The dispatch of Gen. Otis was immediate- 
ly sent to the President at Hot Springs. 

Secretary Alger said that the situation 
was most encouraging and that it was ap- 
parent that the Filipinos realized the 
strength of the United States and saw that 
resistence would mean extermination for 
them if they persisted in defying authorit~r 


The Secretary believes that the commis- 


sion which Aguinaldo is sending to Gen. 
Otis will accept any terms proposed by the 
United States. 

It is not likely that Gen, Otis will permit 
himself to be deceived by the overtures of 
the insurgents, or that he will give con- 
sideration to any propositions which the 
present commission may submit that are 
not sincere and final beyond question. 

It is not clear to the officials here what 
concessions Aguinaldo expects to receive, 
inasmuch as Gen. Otis, with the full up- 
proval of the President and his Cabinet, 
has repeatedly declared that he will con- 
sider nothing but the unconditional sur- 
render of the insurgents as a nece3sary 
preliminary to any negotiations for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities.

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HUIST EN BOSCH—AMERICAN DELEGATES. 


The Huist en Bosch, or House of the Woods, the 
palace in which the World’s VDeace Conference 
meets, is 250 years old and is a mile from The 
Hague. It is in the middle of the Bosch, or forest 
park, which begins the fashiouable end of the town 
and extends for three or four miles. The park 
fe full of lofty oaks, which have been allowed to 
Grow to their natural size and in their natural 
Way, contrary to the usual Dutch custom, which 
ia to trim trees to symmetrical shape. The House 
of the Woods is one of the private palaces of 
Queen Wilhelmina. It contains a great hall, called 
the Oranje Zaal, or Orange hall. Here the con- 
ference is held. 

Of all spots in Europe in which the Czar’s Peace 
Congress could be beld, The Hague is the most 
in consonance with the purpose of the conference. 
The very air anywhere in Holland, and particu- 
larly in The Hague, breathes the spirit of con- 
tentment and goed will. Nothing burries there. 
In the palaces by the side of canal-streets the big 
wigs of the civilized world can sit and ‘‘resoloot,”’ 
Grinking the while deeply of Schiedam schnapps. 

There isn’t a prettier city than The Hague for 


its size in all Europe, nor one more beautifully 
laid out. It has broad, finely shaded avenues, 
which flank quiet-moving canals; its houses, from 
paiaces to the homes of the well-to-do, while net 
imposing, have the Dutch air. of substance and 
stability. A city now, with some 150,000 inha- 
itants, it was a village when some of the most 
famous treaties of history were signed there in 
bygone days. 

When Queen Wilhelmina is in The Hague e6he 
usually makes her home in the House of the 
Woods, but during the sessions of the congress she 
will live in a paldce near Utrecht. 

Out at Ryswick is the castle of Ryswick, where, 
in 1797, the. treaty was signed which ended what 
the American colonists called King William’s 
war. 

Nearly all these palaces will be aglow with en- 
tertainments, given in honor of the delegates to 
the Peace Conference. Among the recreations of 
the visitors will be the beautiful drive to Scheven- 
ingen, at the seashore. It was off this watering 
place that the Dutch Admiral Van Tromp was de- 


feated by the English. 


Baron de Staal will preside over the de- 
libérations of the conference. He is one 
of the wilieat of diplomats and is the Czar’s 
Ambassaior in London. Then there is Ea- 
fior Stear, fresh from a eccnference with 
the Fluss’an ruler, and it is already plain 
that overtures ure being mzde to the Amer.

It is declared that Mr. Quigley has not 
been a citizen of St. Louis two years, as the 
charter lays down as a conditfon precedent 
‘to appointment to office.

Mr. Quigley is little known in St. Louis 
as an engineer.

The game of chance which these depraved 
birds were conducting, with the aid ‘of 
Mann and other men, was entirely new to 
the St. Louig detectives, but it is only a va- 
riation of an old, old device for extract- 
ing money from the pockets of the spec- 
ulative. It is mentioned in “Gil Blas,’ and 
is familiar to most patrons of county fairs 
in the Southern States, In fact, during the 
St. Louls Fair last year the same game 
Was conducted openly on the _ broadest 
roadway outside the amphitheater and no-

The birds are trained to draw slips of 


paper out of a rack or box. Sometimes 
these slips of paper are fortune-telling 
screeds and sometimes they are lottery or 
raffie tickets. It always costs money to 
get a bird to draw a card. 

Mann elaborated the game by introducing 
paddies bearing numbers corresponding 
with the numbers on the cards. The pad- 
dles were sold for 25 cents each and after 
‘@li were disposed of a bird would step out 
of the ee hop up to the rack and draw 
out a card. The holder of the lucky paddle 
would get what was in the pot minus the 
bird's commissidn. 

The only apparent way in which the game 
could be made crooked was in changing the 
birds, all of which were trained to select 
different colored cards. By this means the 
prize could always be thrown to a ‘‘capper” 
or confederate of the owner of the game. 

Mann and his birds were doing a flourish- 
ing business. The police suspected that 
there was gambling going on, but they 
couldn't prove it. As soon as an officer 
approached, the paddles were whisked out 
of sight and Mann would set his birds to 
work throwing somersaults or drawing 
water. The “‘cappers’’ were acquainted with 
every “plain clothes’’ man on the force 
and it was as hard for a detective to wit- 
er the gambling as for a uniformed of- 

cer. 

Detective Bambrick, being a resourceful 
_ hit upon a scheme that enabled him 
© catch the birds and Mann red handed. 

He got in a wagon with high sideboards 
and lay down. The wagon was driven up 
close to the bird show. The driver watched 
the proceedings and when the game was at 
its height, with paddles exposed and money 
on the table, he gave thésignal. 

Bambrick hopped out of the wagon, 
pushed his way through the crowd, seized 
the money box, bird cage and paddles and 
then said to Mann: 

“The Chief wants to see you.” 

“T ain't doin’ nothin’,”’ said Mann. 

“Il am,"’ said Bambrick. ‘‘Come on.” 

The birds and Mann were taken*to the 
Four Courts. Mann was locked up on a 
charge of gambling.

He spent the summer of 1834 on the work, 
and in the fall of that year filed with the 
Government and also with the Secretary of 
State of Indiana an official report, in which 
he declared he had discovered the former 
abode of Charon, the ancient Acheron, the 
River Styx, the Stygian pool, and the Ely- 
sian fields. 

Smith’s document says the territory tribu- 
tary to the Kankakee River—in Indiana and 
Illinois—was much sung of by the ancient 
poets; that Virgil some time in his career 
must have ascended the stream and gone 
Over (t@# surrounding swamps and een 
rowed over Dnglish Lake—where so many 
Chicago people now suimmer—by the suriy 
Charon, and that after indulging in all of 
these experiences he returned to Greece 
and described his boatman as: 

‘Grim, squalid, foul, with aspect dire, 

His eyes were each a globe of fire.” 

Here Homer swept across the seat of 
Hades and gathered impressions of the 
abode of Charon. And other puets of the 
Greeks and Latins, according to Jeremiah 
Smith, United States surveyor, enjuyed sim- 
ilar hospitalities from the grim boatman 
amd viewed this section of Indiana. 

In many respects this report is the most 
remarkable ever filed in Indiana or with the 
k ederal Government. In it Smith says: 

That the River Styx is a fabled stream 
and that it ever existed except in the brain 
of ancient gong and priests, 1s a proposi- 
tion which I am now fully able to deny and 
disprove; that Charon ever existed, ever 
kept a boat and a ferry landing: that the 
dreary region of which ancient poets speak 
and through which the souls of t unburied 
wandered for a hundred years before his 
majesty of the frail bark would give them 
passage. and that the Elysian fields, where 
the souls of the just reveled in never-end- 
ing scenes of pleasure and delight, are mere 
ima mary an eyes is oquanty false.

Indiana and Eastern Iliinojs, is the ancient 
Acheron, and English Lake is the Stygian 
ool, at the he of which, near the line 

*tween ranges 8 and 4, stil) remain indis- 
putable evidences of Charon’s existence of 
the identical spot where he so often landed 
his boat and took on board the souls of the 
departed, and, last, but most of all, as a 
precious relic of antiquity which ‘would 
make even an ordinary antiquarian leap 
with ecstacy of joy, the very paddle of the 
old sap soeapen is in existence.

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DEATH OF DAVID H. M’ADAM. 


Veteran Journalist Passed Away at 
His Home in Woodlawn. 

David H. MacAdam, prominent for many 
year in St. Louis journalism and public 
life, died Wednesday night at his home in 
Woodlawn. The funeral services will be 
held Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock to Oak 


Ridge Cemetery. 
Mr. ‘MacAdam was born Aug. 17, 1842, in 


Dublin, Ireland, and came to St. Louis in 
1868. His first work in this city was as a 
reporter for the old Missouri Republican, 
of which he was subsequently city editor 
and for 20 years an editorial writer. 

When Joseph Brown was elected Mayor 
he made Mr. McAdam his secretary. On 
the election of Mayor Overstolz he also 


called Mr. MacAdam to that confidential 
post, wh'ch he held till the end of Mayor 
Overstolz’s term. Mr. MacAdam was next 
chosen Recorder of Deeds. He found time 
to study law in the midst of his newspaper 
and official duties, and, on his retirement 
from the Recorder's office, devoted himself 
to the profession, mainly in the character 
of counselor and financial agent. 

In 1870 Mr. MacAdam was married to Miss 
Mary E. Smith of New Albany, Ind. The 
widow, with two children, Hastings and 
Sara E., survives him. 

Mr. MacAdam was ever a@ graceful, vig- 
orous writer and a polished gentleman.

Speaker Reed Was Once a Sailor. 
From the Knoxville Journal and Tribune. 
It is not generally known that Speaker Reed was 


at one time in the American navy, When, in 1860, 
be returned to his home in Portland ,after hav- 
i been graduated from Bowdoin with honors, he 
tried his hand at law.. But he soon afterwards 
secured an appointment as acting assistant pay- 
master in the navy. Reed served on the Sybil, 
which patrolled the Tennessee, Cumberland and 
Mississippi Rivers. Her service Was uneventful 
and tn i865 Reed returned to Portland to practice 
law. As a young lawyer he displayed the same 
qualities of ability and aggressiveness which have 

en a conspicuous characteristic of his political 
life. One of the strongest men at the Portland 
bar at the time was A. A. Strout. Before begin- 
ning the trial of a suit it was Strout’s habit to in- 
quire of every juror as to the state of his health, 
and impress each with the idea that the lawyer 
was solicitous of that juror’s personal welfare. 
Reed and Strout were constantly antagonizing each 
other, though they were very good friends. In 
nearly every case of importance Strout and Reed 
were on opposite sides. It was annoying, indeed, 
for the suave Strout to hear Reed draw! out be- 
fore the opening of a case: 

“Well, your honor, Brother Strout having fia- 
ished his morning task of shaking bands with the 
jury, we may now, I bope, proceed with the busi- 
ness of the court.”’

Pedestrians, street car patrons and storekeepers have been 
choked and blinded by the flying clouds of dust. 

The .citizens pay enough to have the streets properly 
sprinkled, but nearly all this work is done in a slipshod man- 
ner. Streets are either flooded or dry. Yet the contractors 
expect to get their pay and inspectors who do not inspect or 
who are mere payroll dummies pocket e people’s money and 
go their way. 

Citizens who see that sprinkling is neglected should unite 
with their neighbors to resist the payment of sprinkling tax 
bills. They should show hy their actions that they do not 
propose to be robbed any longer by unscrupulous contractors, 
sham inspectors and their pals at the City Hall. No sprink- 
ling, no pay, should be the rule. Its enforcement would soon 
bring about better service.

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TRIPLER WILL SOON APPLY POW- 


ER FROM LIQUID AIR. 


POSSIBILITIES OF THE FORCE. 


Opens New Fields in Refrigeration, 
Therapeutics and Running 
All Kind of Engines. 
e 


NDW YORK, May 16.—In his lecture in 
Chickering Hall on Charles E. ler, who 
has invented a method of liquefying air at 
a small cost, said that he had purposed 
socom, | his discovery a secret, so far as the 
genera pusite Wag concerned, until he had 
perfected it. 

His plans were thwarted by the accidental 
discovery of the explosive power of the 
liquid air. He made a few experiments be- 
fore some friends in the Hotel Majestic 
about two years ago. One of them touched 
a match to the air. The explosion that foj- 
lowed injured several persons, and it was 
through this that Mr. Tripler became 


known. 
had it not been for this 


He said that, 
accident, he would have said nothing until 
he was quite ready to make a public an-* 
nouncement, Mr. Tripler feels that he has 
about perfected his discovery. It should be 
said that Mr. Tripler does not claim to be 
a scientist, but only an inventor. He has 
been working over the problem of liquefy- 
ing air for years. 

Others had liquefied air. but at an 
enormous cost, between $2000 and $3000 a 
gallon. Mr. Tripler makes liquid air at a 
cost of 26 cents a gallon, and expects to 
make it for even less. 

Liquid air is the very coldest thing that 
mortal ever felt. Ordinarily its temperature 
is 312 degrees below zero, which is just 
about as easy to realize as the distance be- 
tween -the earth and the sun. It freezes 
mercury until it is as hard as ateel. It 
turns alcohol, which freezes at a tempera- 
ture of 200 degrees below zero, into an 
icicle. In fact, there is nothing in the 
world it will not freeze solid, except hy- 
drogen. 

The liquid is made by a fifty-horse power 
engine, which compresses the ordinary at- 
mosphere until it is red-hot. Then it ts 
cooled by means of pipes submerged in wa- 
ter at an enormous 
tus can m 


he at- 
The effect of the atmosphere 


“upon the air is exactly like that of a fire 


burning with that degree of heat upon 
water, except that the heat is applied from 
every point. 

If ice is submerged tn liquid air It is made 
344 degrees colder and its character 
changes. It can be crushed like an egs- 
shell. If a tea kettle filled with liquid air 
is placed upon a cake of ice, the Hquid 
boils slowly. If it is placed over a hot fire, 
it boils more rapidly and the kettle is cov- 
ered with frost. Water placed in the ket- 
tle is made into solid ice. 

Mr. Tripler is working with Hquid air 
to harness it as steam and electricity have 
been harnessed. Liquid air expands 800 
times, while steam expands about 1700 
times, vet Mr. Tripler says the expansive 
force of liquid air is twenty times that ef 
steam, 

Steam power costs from $36 to $40 per 
horse power for a year. The electric plant 
at Niagara Falls costs $15 to $20 per horse 
power per year. Mr, Tripler says that 
liquid. air should cost from $7 to $10 per 
horse power. 

M. Tripler says that the power of the 
liquid air should run the engine making 
it. This sounds like rpetual motion, but 
it is nothing of the kind. The heat, that is 
to say, the energy, which makes liquid air 
powerful, is the heat of the sun. A fire 
under the botler turns water into steam. 
The heat of the sun tunrs liquid air into a 
gas more powerful 

The uses of liquid air are manifold. Mr. 
Tripler says that the time is coming when 
liquid air wfl run the warships and will 
furnish the explosives. There is no known 
explosive which equals its force. It will 
run locomotives, and each plant will be tn- 
dependent, because the atmosphere, that 
is to say, the heat of the sun, is the fuel, 
and that is evervwhere, 

The therapeutic value of liquid air is very 
great. It is said to be a cure for diphtheria. 
cancer and other germ diseases, destroyin 
the bacilli by spvraving. The intense col 
makes all organic life impossible.

VIOLINS FROM NATIVE WOODS. 


A Seattle Man’s Instruments Have 

Been Praised by Ysaye and Musin. 
From the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

The professor gently rubbed the shining 
back of the violin with a fat, pudgy hand, 
and then, tucking it beneath his chin, drew 
ne lng @ dozen brilliant and sonorous arpeg- 
gios, 

‘Its tome reminds me of the Guarnerius 
del Gesu,”’ hea said, reflectively. “Of course 
you have used Italian wood and a model 
from which te work?” 

“The top is Washington spruce, the back 
ls of native maple,” said the maker. “And 
as for the model, it's my own.” 

The professor's face indicated both won- 
der amd incredulity. The scene was in the 
dusty, quaint and curious workshop of 
Oakes, the violin builder of Madison street, 
His friends call him the Stradivarius of 
Washington. 

From a tall, cushioned glass case the

The Mirror Making Industry. 


From the Béston Evening Transcript. 

The mirror-making industry in the United States 
employs more than 2000 persons, and the prod- 
uct is valued at about $5,000,000 @ year. The 
process de tbus described: The first step in the 
manufacture is the adjustment of a smooth stone 
table. Around this table, which can be canted 
to one side by means of a ecrew set beneath, ts 
a groove, in which mercury may floow from one 
corner into bowls. The table is made perfectly 
level; then tinfoil] is carefully lald over it, cov- 
ering a greater space than the glass to be coated. 
The metal] is then poured upon the fol] until it 
is nearly a quarter of an inch deep, being epre- 
vented from flowing off by strips of glass placed 
along three sides of the foil.
